This is in reply to your letters of August 31 and September 12 
and 21, 1967 , concerning the records of the Warren Commission. 


We are sending you a copy of the file classification manual of the 
Commission. As the available material in the Office of Naval Intel- 
ligence file concerning Lee Harvey Oswald is more than fifty pages, 
we are preparing a negative microfilm copy of it for you. Some of 
the material in the file that has not yet been made available is 
being reviewed by the agencies that originated it. When this is 
finis' we shall inform you of the amount of material in the file 
that is withheld from research. 


Commission Document 1532 is withheld from research under Guideline 
2 as a security classified document. CD 1085 is withheld frccn 
research in its entirety under Guidelines 2 and 3A-C. 


The report dated October 25, 19&3, Special Agent DeBrueys (CD 
1114) is available for research and we shall send you an electro- 
static copy of it. No DeBrueys report concerning the interrogation 
of Lee Harvey Oswald or any information that he was present is in 
the relevant files of the Commission. The presence of FBI Special 
Agents Hosty and Bookhout is mentioned in some of the reports con- 
cerning the interrogation. Reports by these agents concerning the 
interrogation are in CD 5, P» 90-103 . 


The guidelines under which the records of the Commission are adm- 
inistered are believed to be consistent with the terms of the "Freedom 
of Information Act." Any requests you may wish to make for permis- 
sion to use unclassified documents of the Commission that are withheld 
from research should be addressed to the agency concerned.
